WASHINGTON (/P) — The 
justice department today ask- 
ed the Supreme court to re- 
quire five major motion pic- 
ture producers, distributors and 
exhibitors to dispose of their 
local movie houses’ scattered 
throughout the country. 

Solicitor General Philip B. 
Perlman told the court in a brief 
that “the only way in which 
the domestic film market can 
now be opened to competition 
is by. divorcing” the ‘five “from 
their affiizaced theaters”. 

The companies involved are 
Paramount Pictures, Ine.; 
Loew’s, Inc.; Radio-Keith-Or- 
pheum Corporation; Warner 
Brothers Pictures, Inc., and 
Twentieth Century-Fox Film 
Corporation.

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Underlying Philosophy of Baruch’s 
Program Essential to Future Peace 


While recommendations made by Bernard Baruch to 
the Senate foreign relations committee were many and cun- 
troversial, the underlying philosophy he expressed deserves 
the serious consideration of every American. 

The 1l-point program which he offered Congress and the 
nation is for “peace-waging.” he said. Also, another com- 
ment worth noting is Baruch’s statement that “dollars alone 
will not save Europe nor win the peace.” 

It's been many months since we've heard anybody in 
public life even remotely allude to the possibility that what 
we as 4 nation are trying to do is “win the peace.” This 
is certainly a point that has not been sufficiently stressed 
either by the government or by other national leaders. 
Sometimes. judging from statements coming from “high au- 
thorative sources,” we can’t help wondering if we are on the 
contrary preparing ourselves for another war. 

In all of its post-war programs, the administration has 
not reminded us that what we are trying to do in the 
United Nations is lend our support to some form of collective 
action that will insure some measure of peace for the future. 
In revealing the Marshall plan to the world the military 
possibilities of it have received more attention than the pur- 
pose for which many people are giving it their support—to 
help countries in want and in danger of falling under the 
heel of Communist aggressors. 

In unequivocally stating that “dollars alone will not 
save Europe.” Baruch has demonstrated that he understands 
people not only in his own country but abroad as well. 
The fact that we pour our wealth and resources into a 
country does not mean that we will win its friendship or 
provide a positive guarantee of saving it from falling into 
the Russian orbit. The men who go abroad to represent 
us and the manner in which our aid is administered are 
certainly far more important. 

li we are to embark on a program to ‘wage peace,” 
then it is time to take out of our foreign policy the militant 
air that it sometimes assumes. We can not undertake to 
“win the peace” as if we were preparing for war. The two 
can hardly be placed in the same category when their pur- 
poses are so diametrically opposed. 

There has been mounting criticism lately, notable one 
being by Hanson Baldwin, military expert of the New York 
Times. that the influence of the military in our government 
is not in keeping with the fundamental concepts of a free 
democracy. Perhaps a few corrections in this department 
would materially aid in making our role in the world more of 
the “peace-waging” caliber that Bernard Baruch asked for 
in his straight-from-the-shoulder testimony before the senate.
